bhereas we the Loꝛds Juſtices and Councell upon the Pꝛopo⸗ 
ation, and the humble ſuit of the Maioz, Aldermen, and Citi⸗ 
zeng of the City of Dublin, have conſented and given directions, 
that Foꝛtification ſhould be immediately made about this City, 
and the Suburbs thereok, fox the ſafety and the con ſer vation of 
— laid Citie and Suburbs, and his Majeitics loyal! Subjects 
therein. 

And foꝛ that it is requiſite and reaſonable, that all thoſe that 
are involved in a common danger, ſhould ingage their perſons 
and contribute ſome part of their Eſtates in a common defence, 
and foꝛ that it is necellarp that woꝛkes of that nature and con⸗ 
ſequence be effected with all expedition We do therefozemhis 
Majeſties name require and command ali and everpperton and 
on ſocucr, as well Citizens as Souldiers and others from che 
age of ſeventeen peares and upwards, now dwelling. inhabiting, and reftding within thts City. 
02 Suburbs thereof, within twelve houres after Publication hereof, to give their perionall 4 (= 
filtances and Attendance (with all ſuch ſbovels, ſpades, ſoittles, pick-axes aud other inſtruments 
and engines fitting foꝛ that woꝛke, as they Have, oz can pꝛocure/ to ſuch Officers and Engineers, 
and other perſons as are, 02 {hall be tmployed by Authority. foꝛ raiſing and making the (aid Fo? - 
tification. and to perfoꝛme ſuch labour and duties therein, as the laid Officers, Cnginicers, and 
perſons imployed, ſball direct; and to continue iu the ſaid ſervice, untill the woꝛke be fully perfected, 
And if any ſuch perſon oz perſons by reaſon of infirmity, oz foʒ other reaſonable cauſe cannot, o2 
{ball not atteud the laid ſervice, foz every day koz each perſon ſo abſent, {hall be contributed and 
paid the ſum of ſir pence towards the Foxtifications afozeſaid, by each perſon koꝛ himſelfe, and 
his ſervant oz ſervants, attendant oz attendants) tothe hands of the Alderman of the Ward, 02 
Seneſchall, o2 other chief Dfficerof the Liberttes reſpectively, who ſhall give an acconnt there⸗ 
of to the chief Governour and Governours, and Counccll here fox the time being, requiring the 
ſame; Nevertheleſſle. We leave all perſons wel-diſpoſed to this ſervice to make ſuch voluntary 
contribution and benevolence thereunto, as they ſball thinke fit, and whoſoevet ſhall not by him⸗ 
ſelfe, and his ſervants attend this ſervice, oz contribute thereunto as afozeſaid, ſuch perſon 
may juſtly be eſteemedill-affected, and ſhall ſuffer ſuch puniſhment, as the Lieutenant Generall 


and Councell of Mar ſhall thinke fit to inflict.
